countered difficulties when seeking 
registration for their machines last 
year, Ohio Motor Vehicle Bureau 
records reveal, by reason of their 
failure to prevent proper bills of 
sale, aa required by law. 


Incidentally, points out Sec- 


retary of State Clarence J. Brown, 
"where the term 'bill of sale' is 
used under the license law, it In- 
cludes bill of sale, clerk's certifi- 
cate, sworn statement of owner- 
ship, certificate of title or mem- 
orandum certificate." 


The Motor Vehicle Bureau's in- 


structions to deputy registrars 
points out that the Clerk of Courts 
is responsible for the correctness of 
bills of sale filed, and deputy com- 
missioners must not accept any 
bills of sale for used cars until af- 
ter they have filed with the Clerk 
of Courts of the county. 


Where a Bill of Sale dated after 


January 1, 1932 and prior to Dec- 
ember 10, 1932 ia presented that 
does not show "License Issued" or 
"Transfer Issued", the individual 
will be required to pay for a set of 
plates or make a transfer, as the 
cai=e may be, before 1933 license
